It is expected that 
within the next five years most of the states in 
the union will adopt the Ohio system. 


ADMITS HIS CRIMKX. 


A South Carolina Negro Who Has Lived 
Long Enough. 


Cotumsra, 8. C., August 24.—[Special.]— 
Searney Hayes, colored, about eighteen years 
of age, committed rape on a white girl named 
Kersey, five and a half years old, in the oak 
grove section of Marion county, on the 15th 
instant. 

Hayes was arrested the following Wednes- 
day and lodged in jail. The child died Satur- 
day last from the effects of her injuries, 
Hayes maintained a stolid indifference until 
today, when he was informed of the child’s 
death. He then became greatly alarmed, dis- 
pelling all doubt asto his guilt. There is 
much feeling among the citizens, but the law 
will no doubt be allowed to take its course. 

Jasper Martin and Ervin Bailey, two white 
men in Marion jal, awaiting trial for horse 
stealing and bigamy, respectively,attempted to 
break out last night by removing bricks in the 
chimney. Martin entered the opening they 
had made, and reopened the funnel of the 
chimney, when he was discovered. . 


GUARDING THE JAIL 


To Prevent a Mob From Lynching a Mur- 
derer. 

CLEVELAND, O., August 24.—A _ special 
from Ottawa, O., says that James Roberts, the 
suspected Columbus Grove bank robber and 
murderer, was lodged in jail today. People 
have been coming into town all day andjtonightg 
There is a bad crowd on hand. No demon- 
stration has been made as yet, butitis gener. 
ally believed that an attempt to lynch the 

risoner will be made tonight. Sheriff Wil- 
iamson has barricaded the jail and the Rice 
guards, a local military company, has been 
orded to hold itself in readiness for a call to 
suppress mob violence. The aspevt of affairs 
is threatening, and there may be bloody work 
before morning. 


SCARS ON HIS BACK 


Prove the Identity of George H. Abbott, 
the Murderer. 

Hanover, N. H., August 24.—The identity 
of Almy as George H. Abbott was satisfac- 
torily and finally established this morning. 
The position in which the murderer’s broken 
leg has forced him to lie, has prevented an ex- 
amination of his back for, scars of buckshot 
wounds received in the battle with the officers 
on Ford mountain in 1880. While his cot was 
being freshened up, he was turned over so far 
on his side as to reveal his back, whereon 
were plainly revealed unmistakable traces of 
gunshot wounds.

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TAKING OUT THE DEAD 


FROM BENEATH THE MASS OF BRICK 
AND MORTAR. 


AT THE SCENE OF SATURDAY'S ACCIDENT: 


Six Bodies of the Unfortunates Found Hud-~ 
dled Together—One of the Store Pro- 
prietors Missing. 


New Yor, August 24.—The work of dely- 
ing for the dead in the ruins on Park place 
continued uninterruptedly through the night, 
except at times when the rain pourea down in’ 
such torrents as to render labor beneath it im- 
possible. Except at these times, also, the fire 
lines at either end of the block were lined with 
waiting friends or relatives of the missing- 
When they were driven from the street by the 
rain, they sought shelterin doorways or wher-. 
ever protectioh might be found, but as soon as. 
is ceased their weary and mournful vigil was 
resumed. 

A BODY FOUND. \ : 

At 3:25 o’clock there was a buatle of excite-* 
ment among the workmen that instantly com- 
municated itself to the eager watchers at.the 
fire lines. Another body had been found. It; 
was that of aman, and lay beside a tangle of’ 
presses at No. 70. It was taken out and placed. 
in one of the pine coffins on the 
sidewalk. It is terribly burned and 
unrecognizable, unless identity may 
be disclosed by the tattered fragments of 
clothing which partly covered it. Work again | 
went on, unmarked by incident, till 4 o’clock 
this morning, when a second body was found, 
that of a man, near the spot where the first 
was discovered. Five minutes later the third 
body of a man was found in nearly the same- 
place. Both were taken ont and placed in 
coffins on the sidewaik, beside that contain- | 
ing the body found at 3:25 o'clock. 

Hardly had this been done when the body 
of another man was found, but itlay beneath | 
aheavy press, and it will be impossible to 
remove it until a derrick is obtained to hoist 
the press from the ruins. | 

Almost simultaneously the discovery of & 
fifth body, making twenty-one in all, was 
made among brick and paper at No, 74. It 
was that of alarge man, but although the face 
was visible it was, like the others exhumed, 
unrecognizable. 

At9o’clock Italian Jaborers were still at 
work removing the bricks that buried ‘the 
body and bindered its removal. From day- 
light on the crowds of spectators at the fire 
lines gradually increased, and at 9 o’clock a 
densely packed throng filled every spot that 
commanded the slightest view of the black- 
ened ruins. At the office of the boiler inspec- 
tor at police headquarters today, it was stated, 
according to records there, the Taylor building 
had no steam boilers, 

A THIEVING ITALIAN. 

During the morning one of the Italians 
working in the ruins stooped over the body of 
one of the victims and took a silver watch 
from a vest pocket, He was arrested and 
taken to the station, followed by a mob, many 
of whom shouted, “Lynch him! Lynch him!” 

Up to noon the official account of the num- 
ber of bodies taken from the ruins, as kept by 
the police, is twenty-three. At that hour 
there were two more bodies visible, but they 
had not yet been dug out. These would bring 
the number of bodies actually found up to 
twenty-five. 

SIX BODIES HUDDLED TOGETHER. 

Between 3 and4o’clock six bodies were 
found close together. Five were young girls, 
aged from eighteen to twenty-five, and three 
of them were recognized as press feeders for 
Liebler & Moss. Another worked for Rosen- 
feld, bronze leaf manufacturer. The sixth 
body was that ofa boy. They all bore the ap- 
pearance of having died by suffocation. The 
odor of the decomposing and burning flesh 
that arises from the ruins is becoming 
horrible, and disinfectants hitherto used 
seem to produce little effect. 

WHERE IS ROSENFELD? 

A general alarm has been sent out for Louis 
Rosenfeld, proprietor of the paint store, No, 
70 Park place, his brother stating that since 
the disaster he has been missing. It issu 
posed his mind was affected by the terrible 
scenes he witnessed when the crash came, if 
he is not actually in the ruins. 

District-Attorney Nicoll is already consid- 
ering the question of indicting the persons 
responsible for the Park place disaster. After 
a long consultation with his chief assistant, ex- 
Judge Gunning S. Bedford, he placed the case 
in the hands of Assistant District Attorne 


Townsend. 
Up to7 o'clock tonight thirty-five bodies had 


been recovered from the Park place ruins. 

Twenty of the bodies recovered have been 
identified. Eighty-eight peeple are reported 
by friends to be missing. 


“A SCHOONER ASHORE, 


And It Is Feared All on Board Have 
Perished. 

MonNTREAL, August 24,—News was received 
here late jast night from the lighthouse keeper 
at West Point that the schooner Ellen and 
Mary went ashore in a dense fog, before day- 
light yesterday moruing, two miles east of 
English bay, the northwestern point of the 
island of Anticosti. Theschooner, besides a 
crew of seven on board, had sixty passengers, 
mostly women and children. It is stated that 
the only boat carried by the schooner smashed 
in pieces immediately after the vessel struck, 
and asit is impossible to reach her from the 
shore, itis probable, should a storm occur, 
which threatens te break, all on board will 
perish. When the fog lifted yesterday after- 
noon those on board could be plainly seen 
from the shore, rushing about the deck as 
though distracted. 


THEX WERE PLAYING “JAIL,” 


And Locked Their Companions in the 
Chest, and They Were Suffocated. 
Ironton, O., August 24.—-The mystery sur- 
rounding the tragedy of Friday, in which 
three children of Mr, and Mrs. George Hamil- 
ton were smothered to death in a chest in 
which they had been fastened, bas been cleared 
up. Wilber Warwick, « ‘playmate of the 
Hamilton children, admitted to the mother 
that Kirke Errliane anda boy named Pem- 
berton, together with himself, while playing 
*‘jail,’* locked the unfortunate children in the 
chest,and, being called to supper shortly after, 
neglected to let them out. When told that 
Warwick had confessed, the boys told the 
same story. The mothers of the children are 
crazed with gsief, but itis hardly likely that 
anything will be done in the matter, as none 
of the boys are older than eight years.

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MEETING WITH SUGGESS 


LHE WORLD’S FAIR COMMISSIONERS 
IN EUROPE. , 


THEY VISIT BERLIN AND ST. PETERSBURG 


And the Germans and Russians Will Send 
Agents Back With the Americans to 
Investigate and Report. 


St. Pererssurc, August 24.—Ex-Congress- 
man Butterworth, of Ohio; Major Moses P. 
Handy and F. W. Peck, members of the 
foreign committee of the Chicago Columbian 
fair commission, have had most satisfactory 
interviews with Minister of Foreign Affairs 
DeGiers and with Minister of Finance Vish- 
Hegradsky upon the subject of Russian 
participation in the world’s fair of 1893. 
Both DeGiers and Vishnegradsky prom- 
ised the American commissioners that they 
would co-operate in the heartiest manner in 
the coming exhibition, and they could be per- 
fectly satisfied that Russia, upon this occasion, 
will surpass all her previous effortsin inter- 
national exhibitions. 

DeGiers and gemecrag an hg also assured 
the commissioners that Russia, as a prelimi- 
Nary, would send a representative of the gov- 
ernment to Chicago. The latter will accom- 

ny the Americans back to the United States. 

he fair comnuiissioners are now visiting 
Moscow, where they have received many 
a of support from the principal manu- 
acturers of that city. In brief, the visit of 
the commissioners to this country has been an 
undoubted success. They came here to try 
and interest the Russian government and Rus- 
sian manufacturersin the Chicago fair, and 
they have thoroughly succeeded in so doing. 

GERMANY IS INTERESTED. 

Berwin, August 24.—Chancellor von Ca- 
privi has acceded to the request made by 
United States Minister Phelps, and will allow 
Wermuth, German commissioner to the Chi- 
cago Columbian fair, ‘to accompany the Amer- 
ican commissioners when they return to the 
United States. Wermuth will thus be en- 
abled tomake a short preliminary visit to 
Chicago, where he will arrange all the minor 
details of the German exhibit and will then 
return to this city, report to the government 
and be ready to assist German manufactarers 
in preparing their exhibits. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR OFFICERS. 


Another Hitch Between the Directory and 
the National Commission. 

Curcaco, August 24.—Trouble is apparently 
again brewing between the national commis- 
sion of the world’s fair and the local directory, 
and lively times are looked for when the 
national commission meets, one week from to- 
morrow. The first row will undoubtedly de- 
velop when Director General Davis presents 
his report to the commission showing that 
practically nothing has been done in the de- 

artments ofj horticviture and liberal arts. 

hen the commissioners ask what has caused 
the delay they will be told that 
the directors. have rejected three men 
in succession, who were nominated for chief 
of horticulture, and the fourth nomination, 
John M. Samuels, of Kentucky, has been 
hung *up until the dizectors determine 
whether it will be safe to reject him also. The 
Jocal board is understood to have declared that 
it will have a California man for the place, 
prety Short, of Passadena and An- 

les. ‘The director general, however, bas the 
Hparer of nomination. To force him to name 
Short, the directors may reject all other nomi- 
nations forjthe office with the view of forcing 
the director general's hand. With all this be- 
fore them, the commissioners,will probably call 
upom the directors to explain why they are 
delaying the horticultural department by fail- 
ure to ratify the appointment of chief. Ifa 
satisfactory answer is not given, the commis- 
sion has it in its power to make things very 
unpleasant for the local board, and probably 
would proceed to do so, One rayof sunshine, 
however, sifts through all the clouds that de- 
press the directory. 

The contractors at the grounds are making 
notable progress with the construction work, 
and already eight of the principal buildings— 
agriculture, administration, electricity, horti- 
culture, mines, manufactures, transportation 
and woman’s buildings—are under way, and 
one, the woman’s building,§will be under roof 
within a fortnight.

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette Makes 
a Change.

It is felt that the southern business men did 
wrong to hold the people of Cincinnati respon- 
sible for the utterances of this rabid republi- 
can organ, Which has yar f changed its tone 
and will not be so absurd and indiscreet again. 
The new ing editor is Mr. Elliott Mar- 
field, who was for several years the city editor 
of The Cincinnati Enquirer. He isa bright, 
energetic young man, and his abilityis al- 
ready shown inthe improved appearance of 
the paper.

A SHOWER BROUGHT DOWN AT WILL. 


They no Longer Fear the Parching Droughts, : 
A Successful Experiment by Which _ 
Rain Is Created. 


Mrpuanp, Tex., August 24.—{Special.}—A 
heavy and refreehing rain has just fell here,* 
thus saving the growing crops from the effects — 
of a withering drought. a 

And strange as it may.seem, the rain was 
not produced by natural causes. 

It was caused by the government rain-pro- 
ducing experiments which have been practiced 
here by Colonel Dryenforth and his assist 
ants, 

And they have achieved wonder 
ful success. Verily it is a 
great triumph of science over the laws of 
nature. Thisis the second time within the 
past week that they have manufactured 
heavy rains, besides several light showers, and 34 
deserve much credit for the judgment exer-' 
cised in making these experiments. rae 

They began operations here a little more 
than a week ago, and have been diligently at — 
work at the scheme, but some of their most 
powerful apparatuses have not been wsed. 
They have, however, exploded large quantities ‘ 
of giant powder, hydrogen gas, raekarook ~ 
mixture and dynamite in balloons and in 
kites. The reports of the weather bnream at 
* Washington clearly show that the experiments 
here have had a great effect upon the meteores 
logical conditions. The series of exp ; 
which lasted all last week produced 
broken clouds on Monday night. The artifieial 
clouds floated about overhead, hiding thé 
moon from view. A large quantity of radke 
arock mixture wasthen exploded and in less 
than a minute a drenching rain was falling. —

UNCLE SAM’S WEALTH. 


Census Figures Showing Increased Valua- 
tion of Property. 

Wasnincron, August 24.—The census bu- 
reau today issued a bulletin of the assessed 
valuation of real and personal property in the 
several states and territories. Valuations are 
shown for the years 1890 and 1880, with the ex- 
ception of Michigan, which is for 1886; and 
Arkansas, Delaware, Iowa, Mississippi, New 
Mexico, Washington and Wyoming, which 
are for 1889. The bulletin shows that the as- 
sessed vaiue of all the property bas increased 
from $16,902,993,543 in 1880 to $24,249,589, 804 
in 1890, an increase during the decade of 
$7,346,596,361, an amount equivalent to the 
true value of all the property as returned by 
the United States census in 1850 ($7,135,780,- 
228). Should it be found upon the completion 
of the inquiry in relation to the true value of 
all property in the United States that the same 
relation exists in 1890 between the assessed 


valuation and the true valuation as existed in 


1880, the absolute wealth of the United States, 
according to the eleventh census, may be esti- 
mated at $62,610,000,000, or nearly $1,000 per 
capita, as against $514 per capita in 1860, $750 
per capita in 1870 and $870 per capita in 1880, 

The final returns showing the absolute 
wealth of the country will necessarily be 
among the last publications of this office as 
complete data for calculation is not available 
until after inquiries relating to agriculture and 
manufactures have been finished. The in- 
crease of assessed valuation is as follows in the 
states named: Alabama $74,213,213, Florida 
$45,988,629, Georgia $137,894.185, Louisiana 
$74,158,341, Mississippi $46,890,777, 
Carolina $56,597,085, Pekeames $135,731,565, 
Texas $375,477,805.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 24.—[Special. |—

a three years’ sentence.

Mr. Hanson: ‘Have not these differences 
always existed, as between rates on yarn and 
rates on cotton—did not they exist to a larger 
extent twenty years ago?”’ 

Mr. Spalding: ‘‘I expect they did.” 

Mr. Hanson: “While the rates on cotton 
have been reduced largely within the last ten, 
twelve or fifteen years, the rates on manu- 
factured products have been advanced.’’ 

Mr. Spalding: ‘I call your attention to this 
fact, that beginning with the date to which 
Major Hanson called your attention in his 
speech, the national interstate commission 
went into effect, which stopped discrimination 
in favor of large towns, and required that 
small towns be put upon the same basis. In 
the last four years there has been a straight- 
forward, consistent and continued reduction 
of freight rates all through this territory. It 
operates against some towns like Macon, and 
against some in Atlanta, who got rebates, and 
were enabled to make a handsome profit; but 
the tendency, when you sum it up, the great 
mass of the people, who pay the freight, have 
had’a steadily descending rate coming to them 
during these four years. Prior to that, these 
cities had been getting special privileges, and 
when this interstate law came along it leveled 
the rates, and said you must not charge less 
for a long haul than a short haul. We would 
like to have this matter touched upon at great 
length, with the permission of this com- 
mittee." 

. Colonel Carter Has a Word. 


Colonel T. H. Carter, commissioner of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Association, 
spoke in reply to Major Hanson’s attack upon 
that association, and presented some argu- 
ments in refutation of Major Hanson’s 
charges. 

The committee then adjourned.

We must take care of our old soldiers 
when they are helpless, or prepare to 
face the protests and reproaches of the 
civilized world. 


r It Should Be a Warning. 

The sudden collapse of a five-story build- 
ing in New York, the other day, killing 
scores of people, should be investigated, and 
steps taken to prevent similar disasters in 
future. 

It is now believed that the building simply 
collapsed from the heavy weigl# and vibra- 
tion of the machinery used in printing and 

-lithographing on the upper floors. The 
front wall was forced outwards and every- 
thing in the interior fell to the cellar. 

In every city there are tall buildings occn- 
pied by large establishments engaged in 
printing and other occupations requiring 
heavy machinery and stock. When it be- 
comes necessary to utilize space more weight 
is piled on every floor. Occasionally a wall 
settles a little, and a few cracks appear. 
For a few days there is some uneasiness, but 
people soon feel more secure, and they con- 
tinue to add to the strain of the overtaxed 
timbers and walls. Perhaps there is a de- 
mand for an examination by experts. Nine 
times out of ten it does no good. The ex- 
perts do not care to offend the owners ofsthe 
property, and if they make an adverse re- 
port a little patch-work is supposed to make 
everything safe. And so the thoughtless, 
reckless strain is allowed to continue until 
some fine day the big structure goes down 
burying dozens of mangled victims in the 
wreck. 

Generally, there is no remedy. In such 
cases the coroner’s jury finds that it was an 
unavoidable accident, or that it was the act 
of God. It is hard to tell who was respon- 
sible for the last straw that broke the 

mel’s back, so to speak, and so the incom- 
petent or negligent building contractor, the 
reckless owner, or the careless employes es- 
cape their due share of blame. 

If there is any truth in the story of the 
New York calamity somebody richly de- 
serves hanging, but it is not likely that the 
guilty will be punished. It may be, how- 
ever, that it will lead to a crusade against

Money in Onions. 

Under the new tariff the duty on onions 
is 40 cents a bushel. 

Between January and July we imported 
about a half million bushels of onions, and it 
goes without saying that the home market 
will take all that we can produce at good 
prices. Here in the south we can very easily 
make the onion crop a profitable specialty in 
many localities. It is as staple an article of 
produce as potatoes, corn or wheat. The 
demand is always good, and a high duty was 
not needed to make the crop profitable. Still, 
while this McKinley tariff is in effect, our 
southern farmers should make all they can 
out of onions in order to offset their losses 
in other directions. 

The New York Tribune quotes Mr. G. S. 
Palmer, a well-known commission merchant, 
as saying: . 

The first arrivals during January were the Ber- 
muda old crop, which sold from two dollars to two 
dollars and fifty cents per bushel. Next followed 
the new crop from Cuba during February, and sold 
at two dollars and tifty cents to two dollars and 
seventy-five cents per crate. Domestic onions at 
the same time were selling at three dollars and fifty 
cents to four dollars and fifty cents per bushel. 
Then followed during February and March ship- 
ments from Bordeaux, France, also from Spain 
Former prices were firmly sustained until the 
height of Bermuda shipments, during the latter 
part of May, when the market declined, and the 
lowest price touched was $1.25 per crate. The 
inarket again reacted, and the Virginia, which is 
the last southern crop, sold during June at three 
dollars to four dollars per barrel, and the last ship- 
ments from Africa sold at five dollars to five dol- 
lars and fifty cents per barrel. 

The shipments from Africa did not begin to ar- 
rive until April, and it was not until May and June 
that shipments were received from Spain, Asia, 
Turkey, Philipine islands and Portugal. 

The foregoing shows that there is money 
for our farmers in this crop.

According to The Birmingham News, a 
nice-looking, well-dressed white woman, 
named Mrs. Newton, has just been sent to 
the chaingang at Coalburg. She was con- 
victed of assault and battery and sentenced 
to pay a fine of $500 and serve a term of 
140 days. Mrs. Newton and her husband 
are worth about six thousand dollars. Her 
story is that the Alabama Midland sought a 
right of way through her property on the out- 
skirts of Montgomery and had the land con- 
demned for a stipulated amount. The full 
sum was not paid, but the railway company 
sent negro laborers to grade the road, and 
Mrs, Newton fired at them with a shotgun. 
Nobody was hurt, but the company prose- 
cuted the woman, with the above result. 

The death penalty itself is not more 
severe than a term of 140 days for a re- 
spectable white woman in a chaingang. We 
have no apology or defense to make for it, 
but the case will show our northern friends 
that the way of the transgressor is very 
hard down south, and it makes no differ- 
ence whether the offender is white or black.

The house committee on temperance consid- 
eréd severs) imvortant measures,and if the gen- 
eral assembly s¥rees with the committee, 
tors of the loess option law will not be released 
by paying a #%%, Counties that go dry four times 
will remaw.y. Atlanta will have prohibi- 
tion, and agents will not be permitted to sell 
in dry counties. 

The committee will report the following 
bills with a recommendation that they do pass: 

A bill by Mr. Oattes, of Muscogee, amend- 
ing the general local option law so that when 
in any county as many as three elections have 
been held under the provisions of the act and 
the result ofeach of said- elections has been 
against the sale, and another election 
shall be called and notice given that the elec- 
tion is final, if the last named election be 
against the sale, no other election shall be 
held in the county. 

PROHIBITION FOR ATLANTA. 

A bill by Mr. Brodnax, of Walton, to prohibit 
the sale of spirituous, malt or intoxicating 
liquors in or upon the premises of the state 
‘eapitol or within three miles of the same, 6X- 
cept for medicinal and scientific purposes. 

Itis said that the bill was introduced as a 
joke in connection with the so-called blind- 
tiger of the capitol. But the bill was amended 
by the exception,and the members of the com- 
mittee are sirong believers in temperance and 
think there is merit in it. 

CAN’T PAY OUT. 

A bill by Mr. Brinson, of Burke, to prescribe 
a penalty for any person or persons who shall 
sell any person intoxicating liquor in any 
county in this state which has by vote 
of the people or by special act 
of the legislature prohibited the sale. 

The penaity provided is not less than six 
months on the {chaingang or in the common 
jail of the county, nor more than twelve 
months on the chaingang or in the jail. 

At present the sale is punished under sec- 
tion 4310 of the code, which permits a fine, im- 
prisonment or work on the chaingang. Under 
Mr. Brinson’s bill a fine is not allowed, im- 
prisonment or the chaingang are the only al- 
ternatives. ' 

A bill by Mr. Maddox, of Clinch, to pro- 
hibit the soliciting of orders, or taking the 
same in dty counties, and to prevent the col- 
lection of money for liquor sold in dry coun- 
ties. 

A penalty of imprisonment or work on the 
chaingang is provided. 

Othor Bills Reported Favorably. 

A bill by Mr. Anderson, of Taliaferro, 
providing that no license shall be granted to 
sell intoxicating liquorsin any county, after 
application has been made by the required 
number of voters and the order has been issued 
for holding an election, until the result has 
been declared. The bill also provides that the 
election must be held within forty days after 
the application. 

A bill to amend the charter of Buford so as 
to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

Committee on Education. 

The bill providing for the study of hygiene 
in the public schools, especially in reference to 
the effects of alcohol on the human system, 
was before the house committee on education. 
It was referred to a subcommittee.

The bill by Mr. Lark, of Clay, to amend the 
code, providing for making affidavits in trials 
of criminal cases in county courts, was re- 
poried fayorably. , 

Mr. Dunwoody’s bill to authorize the gov- 
ernor to designate a solvent bank in Bruns- 
wick, which shall be a state depository. 

The bill by Mr. Campbell, of Meriwether,

DOWN A NEGRO. 


It Was First Thought the Negro Was Killed, 


and Captain English Ordered His 
Arrest—Put Back on Duty. 


Patrolman T. A, Barrett was under arrest 
for a short time last night. 

He was put back on duty to await investiga- 
tion of the case. 

Robert Manly, a negro, spent last night on a 
blanket in the recorder’s courtroom. He 
made a considerable racket, crying and grunt- 
ing, and complaining of pains in his head made 
by a lick from a club in Barrett’s hand. 

Dr. Van Goidtsnoven says the negro is not 
badly hurt, and was doing more putting on 
than anything else. ‘ 

Just before 8 o’clock lastnight a telephone 
message was received at the police station 
from Captain English, chairman of , the board 
of police commissioners, ordering the arrest of 
Patrolman Barrett for the killing of a negro 
—— by Captain English. 

allman Ivy had barely started after Barrett 
when a patrol wagon came in with #=negro 
stretched out in the bottom. | 

The negro was lifted from the wagon, and 
laid upon a blanket on the floor. But for his 
breathing and moans the negro appeared dead. 
His eyes were closed, and when questioned he 
couldn’t or wouldn’t answer. 

In a few minutes he rallied sufficiently to 
Say that he was suffering froma lick on his 
head just above the left eye. The place was 
not swollen and the skin was not broken, but 
appeared to be paining the negro greatly. 

Captain English and Dr. Van Colbianovins 
who had been sent for, arrived about the same 
time. 

As soon as the examination was begun the 
negro cried, and moaned and rolled about on 
the floor as if in great pain. Nono of the 
questions put to him were answered. 

The doctor soon pronounced the injury not 
at allserious, and stated that he had merely 
been stunned by the blow. He thought the 
negro’s cries and his refusal to taik were 
put on, 

The negro was then carried up stairs, where, 
after crying and moaning for a while, he fell 
quietly asleep. 

Patrolman Barrett was broughtin and told 
ove pig to Captain English and Chief Con- 
nolly. 

“T had just arrosted a negro,” said he, ‘‘and 
carried him to box 13, at the cornerot Mitchell 
and Elliot streets, where Irangin a call for 
the wagon. A crowd of seven oreight negroes 
had followed, and were blocking up the side- 
walk-near by and mouthing about the negro 
being arrested. 

‘‘[ told them to move on and clear the side- 
walk, and one of them said: 

***You go to h—, G— d— yon.’ 

‘I deputized a man to hold the prisoner I 
had, and went up to the negroes. They walked 
off rapidly for a little way, and stopped in 
a dark place. I went up to the negro who had 
cursed me and told him to comeon. He 
‘cursed me again and said he wouldn’t go. The 
other negroes gathered around. I caught him 
by the arm and tried to pull him along. 

‘‘He hit mein the side with his fist, and I 
— him along. He then raised his hand 
ike he was going to cut me, and I struck him 
on the head. I didn’t hit him hard, and I did 
it in defense of myself.’’ 

Barrett bears an excellent reputation as a po- 
liceman, and is liked by officers and all the 
men. He told his story in a straightforward 
way. and he had witnesses to prove what he

After hearing his story he was ordered back 
to his beat, and will remain on duty while the 
case is being investigated. 

Captian English stated that he was tele- 
poned that his office boy had been killed by a 
policeman, and that 1t was done for nothing. 

‘*He is a good negro,”’ said he, ‘and I don’t 
know of a more polite one in Atlanta. He 
doesn’t drink, and I never heard of him doing 
anything like this.”

Lawyers, Doctors, Preachers, Merchants, 
Bankers and Kailroaders. 

Shortly before the alliance convention ad- 
journed, a resolution was adopted that all per- 
sons who are in sympathy with the purposes 
and principles of the Farmers’ Alliance— 
whether lawyers, preachers, merchants, doc- 
tors, bankers railroaders, newspaper men, 
mechanics or any other sort of citizen—be 
given the privilege of forming ‘“‘citizens’ alli- 
ances.”’ 

This comprehensive action will, it is be- 
lieved, largely augment the numerical force of 
the alliance, for while the members of these 
proposed citizen alliances will not bein reality 
farmers’ alliancemen, yet they will be active 
proponents of the order and living exemplars 
of its principles. 

The resolution did not specify the manner 
in which these citizens’ alliances shall be or 
ganized, but leaves large scope to the organ- 
izérs, The fundamental requirement, the su- 
preme test, the sine qua non will be an en- 
dorsement of the Ocala platform, and an ad- 
herence to the basic principies of the alliance. 

“How will citizens proceed to form these 
societies ?”’ was asked of Mr. lvey, Mr. Brown, 
Captain Hammond, and other well-known al- 
liancemen. 

“‘Any way they please, I suppose, answered 
Mr. Ivey. ‘‘No plan is fixed, and I presume 
ifany citizens desire to organize, all they will 
have to do will be to calla meeting, adopt a 
platform and elect officers.”’ 

‘‘Can all classes and members of all profes- 
sions join these city branches ?’’ 

‘There is nothing in the resolution which 
excludes anybody who is in bog seared with 
the alliance, and subscribes to the Ocala plat- 
form.’

Regulation and Control of School Books, 


Since the systems of publicjschool instruc- 
tions are not at all uniform in the various 
states of the Union, it is evident at the outset 
that nogne law will be found best for each 
one of the states. Itisalso evident that the 
law will be best which brings directly to the 
people at their homes the books which they 
desire at the lowest possible cost, aud that 
some degree of uniformity is necessary in 
order that books may be used in the school 
room with the greatest economy of time. Uni- 
formity of school books is and should be de- 
pendent upon a uniform course of study, and 
should, therefore, be controlled by the local 
ofticers who have charge of the business affairs 
of the schoo) room, such as employment of 
teachers, the regulation of school hours, the 
laying down of a course of study, and the pro- 
viding of standards for examination. In some 
states this control is vested in the district, in 
others in the township, and in a few in the 
county. In no state in the union has the en- 
tire state been placed under the control of one 
board with respect to all these particulars. 
The only ground for state or county uniform- 
ity has been to pes for the people who 
move from one lity to another. This is 
legislating for the minority at the expense of 
the majority. 

Thenumber who move in any given year 
constitutes gnuch less than 1 per cent. of the 
gtr a A law based upon such grounds 

maénifestly indefengible, and no other 
ground has ever been urged that is worthy of 
consideration. 

School books, good, bad or indifferent, cheap 
or dear, can be obtained by any locality de- 
siring them at fair prices, without the neces- 
sity of a monopoly law. A law adapted to 
any state should, therefore, ed the following 
elements: 

1. It should provide for adoption by local 
officers and uniformity for each school. 

2. It should provide for contract and for 
sale by public officers, or for a contract and as- 
signment of the same to some local book- 
seller under conditions satisfactory to the 
board and to the people. 

3. It should provide for the continuance of 
the adopted books for at least five years. 

Under such conditions competition would be 
active, constant, and the people would have 
the decision of such matters as should be left 
to their contro].—National Economist.

TAX VALUES OF ALABAMA, 


The Assessors All Through with Their 
Work. : 


MonTGOMERY, Ala., August 24.—[Special.] 
The tax assessors of Alabama have just com- 
pleted the assessmentin the various counties 
of the state, on which the taxes of next year 
will be collected. 

Up tothis time twenty-three, or one more 
than one-third of the counties of the state, 
have returned abstracts of assessment to the 
auditor, and of this number twenty-one show 
an increase in valuations and in the amount 
of revenue yielded. Only two, Choctaw and 
Lawrence, show a falling off. The net in- 
crease in valuation in the counties reporting 
amounts to about four millions, and the net 
increase in revenue yielded is nearly sixteen 
thousand dollars. This increase comes from 
all parts of the state, agricultural counties as 
well as mineral.and timber counties, showing 
an increase. None of the really large counties 
of the state have reported yet, and returns 
from Jefferson, Calhoun, Talladega and like 
counties, it is believed, will show ‘immense in- 
creases in value.

BERS OF THE HOUSE TODAY, 


he 
The Special Order This Morning—Features 
of the Rill—It Will Probably Pass. 
Wh -t Colonel Cutts Says. 


The fate of the Confederate Veterans’ Home 
will probably be decided today. 

The bill was set last week as the special 
order for today, as it was thought a full house 
couid be obtained, and the bill could be 
given a full and proper hearing. 

It is a most important measure, and its fate 
has been watched with interest by people inall 
sections of the state. It has met. with much 
opposition on the part of some members, 
chiefly of the alliance persuasion, beside some 
few others who state various reasons for 
their course, the foundation for which lies 
mostly within their imagination. 

The Interest the people take in it is the in- 
terest taken by those who desire to see the 
success of a charitable and worthy enterprise, 
in which they have willingly and cheerfully 
invested their money for the benefit of those 
who fought for the cause of the south. 

The bill provides first for the acceptance of 
the home, and then for its maintenance by an 
appropriation to be made yearly by the general 
assembly. The amount to be appropriated for 
1892, as stated in the bill, is $15,000. 

The governor is to appoint a board of 
trustees, consisting of one from each 
of the eleven congressional districts, 
and they are to appoint a super 
intendent, who is to have charge of the build- 
ing and grounds. 

Only ex-confederate soldiers who are resi- 
dents of this state and who have resided in the 
state five years prior to this act, who were 
honorably discharged, and whoare unable by 
age, infirmity or poverty to maintain them- 
selves, are to receive the benefits of the home. 
The board of commissioners are to judge as to 
who is entitled to admittance into the home. 

No soldier who accepts the benefits of the 
home shall be allowed to draw a pension, as 
his becoming an inmate of the home shall be 
in lieu of such pension, and in the selection of 
inmates preference shall be given to 
those who are entitled to  pen- 
sions. The bill also provides’ that 
those admitted into the home shall be from 
the several counties in the state, according to 
their population, in event the number of ap- 
plicants are more than can be accommodated. 

Colonel Cutts, of Sumter, is the author of 
the bill, and speaks hopefully of its fate before 
the house. ; 

“TI think it will pass,’’ said he, ‘“‘in spite of 
the strong opposition on the part of some of 
the alliance members. They are, in fact, di- 
vided on the measure, and outside of a portion 
of these, I don’t think there is much opposi- 
tion to the measure. It is due the people of 
the state who have built the home that we ac- 
cept it, and E think the house will recognize 
its duty in the matter and act accordingly.” 

The discussion upon the bill, however, 
promises to bea lively and interesting one, 
and the galleries will doubtless be crowded to 
see what action is taken.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Féatures of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisi@s. 

CHICAGO, August 24.—There wasa sharp reaction 
in all the markets on ’change today. The immense re- 
ceipts and heavy cables will more than ofiset the heavy 
exports and reports of damage by frostin the wheat 
pit. There was a rally, however, from the break, and 
December closed only ‘4c under last night’s final 
figures at $1.044%.

THE FORMAL OEN 
JUDGE MADE YESTERDAY. 
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It Is Judge Westmoreland Now—The Court 
Is an Important One—Colonel O’ Bryan, 
and After Him Colonel Thomas.

Colonel T, P. Westmoreland was yesterday 
morning appointed judge of the new crimipal 
court of Fulton county, 

The appointment was no surprise. THe 
Constrrution had told of the action of the 
committee of the Atlanta barin deciding be- 


tween Colonel Westmoreland and Mr. Alexan- 


der. After the papers were submitted to him, 
Governor Northen examined them closely, and 
yesterday made out Judge Westmoreland’s 
commissioh. 

This, perhaps, is the most important court 
to the people of Atlanta and Fulton county of 
any in the county. It will have more to do 
with the morals of the community than any 
other court, because it will try perhaps four- 
fifths of the crime of the city and county, hav- 
ing jurisdiction to try all misdemeanors. 

It is empowered to sit every day in the year, 
if the business justifies. By this 
means the jail will be kept clear 
and the county saved the expense 
of feeding prisoners. , 

When the courtis not engaged in trying 
criminal ¢ases‘it will try civil business concur- 
rently with Judge Van Epps, and in this way 
relieve the now crowded condition of the civil 
docket. 

Judging from the personelle of the officers 
the county can expect the enforcement 
of the law. Everybody knows Solicitor Frank 
O'Bryan, and it will not be necessary to 
speak particularly of him, as he is now 
serving his fourth year as solicitor, and his fine 
record speaks for itself. 

The court will be run for four years from 
February 23d by Judge Westmoreland and 
Solicitor General Lewis Thomas, the term of 
the latter commencing on that date. 

Noman in the community stands higher 
than Colonel Thomas, and his thorough abili- 
ty insures the best sort of service. The. work 
which Colonel O’ Bryan has carried on s0 well 
will be in excellent hands. 

Both Judge Westmoreland and Solicitor 
Thomas are good lawyers, are hardworking, 
conscientious and industrious; all of which 
guarantees that their duties will be well per- 
formed and the interests of the people looked 
after and cared for.

JUDGE MADE YESTERDAY. 


It Is Judge Westmoreland Now—The Court 
Is an Important One—Colonel O'Bryan, 
and After Him Colonel Thomas. 

Colonel T, P, Westmoréland was yesterday 
morning appointed judge of the new crimigal 
court of Fulton county. 

The appointment was no surprise. TH® 
Constrrurion had told of the action of the 
committee of the Atlanta barin deciding be- 
tween Colonel Westmoreland and Mr. Alexan- 
der. After the papers were submitted to him, 
Governor Northen examined them closely, and 
yesterday made out Judge Westmoreland’s 
commission. 

This, perhaps, is the most important court 
to the people of Atlanta and Fulton county of 
any in the county. It will have more to do 
with the morals of the commanity than any 
other court, because it will try perhaps four- 
fifths of the crime of the city and county, hav- 
ing jurisdiction to try all misdemeanors. 

It is empowered to sit every day in the year, 


if the business justifies By this 
means the jail will be kept clear 
and the county saved the expense 


of feeding prisoners. 

When the court is not engaged in trying 
criminal casesit will try civil business concur- 
rently with Judge Van Epps, and in this way 
relieve the now crowded condition of the civil 
docket. 

Judging ftom the personelle of the officers 
the county can expect the enforcement 
of the law. Everybody knows Solicitor Frank 
O’Bryan, and it will not be necessary to 
speak particularly of him, as he is now 
serving his fourth year as solicitor, and his fine 
record speaks for itself. 

The court will be runfor four years from 
February 23d by Judge Westmoreland and 
Solicitor General Lewis Thomas, the term of 
the latter commencing on that date. 

Noman in the community stands higher 
than Colonel Thomas, and his thorough abili- 
ty insures the best sort of service. The. work 
which Colonel O’ Bryan has carried on s0 well 
will be in excellent hands.
